Students and Boulangists Meet—An Almost 


Fatal Duel—Paris Gosyip.

1 ARIS, April 21.—Ex-

THE STUDENTS’ DEMONSTRATION. 

Conservative Republicans also draw much 
comfort from the anti-Boulanger demonstra- 
tions on the part of the students from the 
Latin Quartier, which took place last even- 
ing, who shouted ‘‘Down with Boulanger,’’ 
and condemned him with great vehemence. 
Intermingled with these were Boulangists,who 
continued to cheer for their man. The mob ran 
along the Grand boulevard, followed closely 
by a squad of policemen. The excitementon 
the boulevard as the surging crowd swept by 
was remarkable. People rashed out of the 
cafes’ and crowded the balconies, wondering 
what it all meant, some believing that a revo- 
lution was imminent at last. 

A HAND-TO-HAND FIGHTING. 

The mob turned down the Rue Montmartre, 
by the office of La France, and there a hand- 
to-hand fight ensued between the students and 
the Boulangists. The General's partisans used 
as war cries ‘‘Vive Boulanger“ and ‘‘Down 
with the Students, while the latter replied 
with ‘‘Down with the Dictator’’ and ‘‘Vive la 
Republique.’’ After some scuffling the two 
parties proceeded to the Hotel du Louvre 
outside of which establishment the General's 
adherents mustered in large uumbers 
and the students had the worst of it. Some of 
them were knocked down and trampled on. 
The Boulangists claimed the victory all 
around, but it was evident that the students, 
who were aisc joined by afew workmen, had 
contrived to give them more trouble than they 
had expected. 

AN ALMOST FATAL DUEL.

THE INTERMENT OF EX-SENATOR 
LING’S BEMAINS AT UTICA. 


A Solemn and Impressive Fureral Service— 
The City Draped in Mourning—Distin- 
guished Persons in Attendance—The Pall - 
Bearers—Floral Tributes From the Presi- 
dent and Others—The Last View of the 
Hemains.

Utica, N. Y., April 21.—The remains of Ros- 
coe Conkling were laid atrest in Forest Hill 
Cemetery this afternoon. The funeral was a 
testimonial of popular respect, so eloquent,so 
pathetic? so striking in its manifestation of 
deep sorrow thats words are too cold 
to describe it. It wasathreatening day and 
snow fell early in the morning. Nature, like 
every citizen of Utica was full of gloom. All 
business was suspended in the draped city, 
if not during the whole day, at least 
during the afternoon when the services 
were held. No pomp marzed the service. No 
funeral pageant was needed to tinge with 
sadness the airof the whole city. It was in- 
tended to give to alla last view of the re- 
mains. The body lay in state in 
the west parior, where that of 
Horatio Seymour rested when-his funeral 
services were held there three years ago. 
Upon the casket were two wreaths of ivy 
leaves tied with purple ribbon. 

The floral tributes were arranged around the 
par logs Resting on a centre table was a large 
wreath composed of Calla lilies intertwined 
with blue immortelles. Upon a plain white 
eard attached to it was written ‘‘The 
President.“ Col. Lamont wrote that the 


flowers were from the White House conserva- 
tory and were sent by President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. At the head of the remains was a 
beautiful tribute from the New York Athletic 
Club. Three large floral pillows rested on the 
iano, one bearing the word Rest in small 
owers. A bust of Gov. Seymour stood in the 
northeast corner overiooking the room. 
THE REMAINS 
looked very lifelike. They were dressed in a 
black coat, black tie and turn-down collar. 


Fully 1,000 people gathered in front of the 
house long before the hour set for viewing the 
remains. When finally the gates were opened 
to admit them they walked up the pathway to 
the house. 

The body had been moved intothe main hall, 
a historic spot.

FROM FRITZ TO WILLIAM, 

The death of the present German Em- 
peror, which the cable reports have pre- 
pared usto expectat any moment, will 
spread a pall over all the hopes which the 
liberalism of Europe had founded on his 
character. Unspolled by fame or the 
dizzy height of the position to which he 
was born, there was ever a blending of 
modesty, graciousness and well-balanced 
judgment in his deportment that seemed 
tomark him as one whose power would 
be wielded as a sacred trust, wisely and 
benevolently. One of the most distin- 
guished chiefs of Germany’s victorious 
army throughout its period of greatest 
military achievement, he was even more 
distinguished as a humane and magnan- 
imous man, with clear and liberal ideas 
of using his authority and Germany’s 
commanding position to make his people 
and all Europe freer from the burdens of 
constantly impending war and freer to 
work out in the brightening light of this 
favored age the great Moblems of social 
progress and elevation. 

Everything that has emanated from 
him during his brief death-bed reign has 
confirmed this view of hia character, and 
everything that is known cf his son and 
successor will make many sad millions 
regard this decree of an inscrutable 
Providence as a turning back of the 
hands of the dial-plate of Europe. Prince 
WILLIAM is regarded as BISMARCK’s cub 
of ‘‘blood and iron’’ despotism, trained 
from his cradle to all the greed of the 
Guelphs and to all the brutal arrogance 
and egotism of his most tyrannical and 
domineering ancestors—a man born to 
keep Germany under the iron heel, and 
to aid Russia in upholding absolutism 
against the people and the printing press.

The bill pro- 
vides that it shall be held to be a felony for 
any individual, firm, company, corporation or 
association to contract, agree, or bargain to 
sell, for future delivery, any grain, pork,lard, 
butter, cheese, cotton, or other articles 
of American farm products, or to 
settle any contract, agreement or bargain re- 
lating thereto, unless every such transaction 
shall be accompanied with a true bill or lad- 
ing or warehouse receipt fully describing the 
exact location of the actual property to be de- 
livered, or to charge or receive any premium 
beyond its current cash value, for the future 
delivery of any such articie, unless such 
charges represent money actually paid for 
storing and insuring the precise property 
specified for delivery. 

Mr. Jones said: Until within the past few 
years transactions on Board of 
Trade and other exchanges which 
make public and thereby control the market or 
cost value of American product were confined 
to legitimate operations, but now speculating 
and gambling transactions in such places 
have reached such an extent that they over- 
shadow all legitimate business and govern the 
market value of nearly all products of Amer- 
ican farm industry. Cost of production, le- 
gxitimate demand or actual value of property 
no longer exercise their proper influence, 
but all are swept aside through the over- 
whelming control of such transactions. Sta- 
tistics amply prove these assertions. The 


average export price of corn has de- 
creased since 1861 from 75 cents 
per bushel to 50 cents; of wheat 
from $1.33 to 87 cents; of cotton, per pound, 
from 10 5-6 to 10 cents; of butter, from 172 to 
16, and cheese, from 95-6 to 9cents. The 
comparative yearly loss to farmers in these 
crops during these periods aggregated annu- 
ally: On corn, $366,000,000; on wheat, $205, 
580,000; on cotton, $22,000,000, and on dairy 
products, $56,290,000, making a yearly total of 
$649 ,870,000.’’ 

Mr. Jones then quoted figures to show that 
our production is not the cause of the decline 
of wheat and other farm products during the 
past few yedrs, reading a statement to the 
effect that the preduction of wheat in Europe 
— the past r showed an aggre - 
gate decrease of 69,000,000 bushels over the 
same period from 1882 to 1885. 

HE ALSO PRESENTED A TABLE 
showing a loss.of 20,000,000 bushels in the pro- 
duction of the United States for the corre- 
sponding periods. The table of the exports of 
wheat frem India during the past six years 
showed the amount tobe considerably less 


‘*I charge, therefore, contluued Mr. Jones, 
„that the true reasons for this decline in 
property values are, first, that the capital of 
this country and the world, represented by 
those who liveon incomes m public, cor- 
porate and private debts, has combined to 
control the law-making power of all govern- 
ments and force them to reduce the volume of 
money so low as tocompel producers to part 
with the productsof their toll at any price 
capital sees fit to put upon them; and, sec- 
ond, that nearly all boards of trades and 
other publio exchanges are now used to ac- 
com plish that result. 

Mr. Jones then quoted a large number of 
newspaper articles showing that real trans- 
actions, cost of production, the law of supply 
and demand, nor any other legitimate reason 
has anything whatever todo with the price of 
American farm products under present con- 
ditions. 

The amount of actual wheat now in the 
port of New York is less than 4,000,000 bushels, 
et the average daily amount sold there dur- 
ng each ofthe past few days has been 
double that quantity, which, if equalled 
each business day in the year, 
would amount to five times the wheat raised 
in the world annually. 

The options, fictitious or gambling sales of 
wheat in Chicago are estimated to be double 
those of New York, and of Toledo, St. Louis, 
Detroit, Milwaukee, Duluth and Minneapolis 
to equal those of New York, aggregating 
twenty times the entire crop, all of which 
comes directly into competition with Ameri- 
can wheat growers who iabor hard to produce 
the one crop they sell. 

Mr. Enloe then addressed the committee in 
— of the congtitutionality of the 
prohivition sought to be effected by the 
bill. The power of the general government in 
the premises, he held, was amply guaranteed 
under the authority delegated to it to regulate 
commerce. Transportation, he held, was 
simply an incident of commerce, while the 
buying and selling of commodities consti- 
tuted the chief factor, and was, therefore, 
subject at all times to regulation by the gen- 
eral government.

city’s achievements is but a barren tale. But 
the reaction from fermer legarthy is now at 
fever heat, and whether the dwelling or the 
commercial palace of the merehant prince, or 
some great structure of the municipality be 
the object fn view, architect vies with architect 
and owner with owner that there may be 
realized a design and execution in keep- 
ing with the sense of fitness that 
pervades the makers of architectural 
piles. A drive through the city from the 
eastern to the western limits and then beyond 
to the suburbs will convince the sceptic that 
this idea has really taken root, and though 
false art and questionabie taste may very oc- 
casionably appear, this crudity but serves to 
enhance the general change for the better, 
which has stamped the limestone front and 
makeshift business house as old fashioned 
and out ot date. But it is of the great build- 
ings of St. Louis, with towering stories and 
widespread base, that it is here designed to 
note, agd notaione those imposing through 
beauty of contour: yet it may be observed 
that where design and finish are 
not quite foreign to the needs 
of ecommerce, the buildings of to-day 


here mentioned almost invariably conform 
both to the useful and the beautiful. 


of the masses, the structure cov 
ering the greatest area and, last 
but not least, as the chosen spot 
forthe nomination of the next Democratic 
President, isthe first honor due. It covers 
more ground than any like building in the 
West, occupying two entire blocks and the 
width of Lecust street. By actual measure- 
ment from its abutment on Olive, St. Charlies, 
Thirteeth and Fourteenth streets its base is 
828x455 feet, while the heighth from. the 
ground to the main cornice is just eighty- 
six feet.

It occupies the large blo 

Locust, Elghth and Ninth streets, and is four 
stories in heighth, while its dome towers far 
above the crests of the commercial buildings 
and the spires of churches. The Custom- house 
is entirely of stone, and within its ample walls 
are ample accommodations for the Post-office 
and employes, tue officers and Judges of 7 
Federal Courts, the Weather Bureau and the 
customs officials. In design it is stately and 
imposing, while hidden from viev is a base- 
ment ef proportions nearly equal to the body 
of the building itself. 


at the southwest corner of Broadway and Lo- 
cust street, to which the interior finishing 
touches are now being made, is by no means 
next on the list in point of size and cost, but 
it would be dificult to select another struc- 
ture in St. Louis that merits a more favorable 
mention in point of appearance and its 
importance to the people of the city. The 
permit for its ereetion was issued on February 
21, 1887, and since that time its shapely walls 
of brick and stone have risen rapidly till its 
six stories have been quite completed. It has 
a frontage of 114 feet and a depth of a trifle 
less than 128 feet, and was estimated to cost 
$200,000. Mr. H. G. Isaacs is the architect,and 
has succeeded in designing a building in every 
way worthy of receiving one of the largest 
and most complete libraries in the country.

It is of brick with 
stone trimmings, and its eight stories occupy 
a frontage of 127 ½ feet with a depth of 116 feet 
Sinches. It will be devoted to stores and of- 
fices, contains no less than 198 rooms and is 
estimated to cost $400,000. 


Passing by the establishment of the Wm. 


Barr Dry Goods Company, which is in itself of 
no mean proportions, occupying as it does the 


whole of Sixth street, between Olive and 


Locust streets, the next structure of magni- 
tude to meet the eye is the Bank of Commerce 
building at the northeast corner of Brosdway 
and Olive street. This is given 
over to the Bank of Commerce 
and the numerous offices throughout its seven 
stories, and is in point of interior finish 


without an equal in St. Louis. It is à recon- 


structed building, receiving a thonough over- 
hauling and the addition of several stories 
within the past two years. This remodeling 
and increase in size was estimated to cost 
$100,000, so that the building asa whole now 
represents several times this amount. 


THE FQUITABLE BUILDING 


at the northwest corner of Sixth and Locust 
streets ig another bandsome structure of 
elaborate finish within and without, and 
with the possible exception of the 


Belcher refinery isthe tallest building in the 


city. It formerty consisted of but five stories, 
but six stories were added in 1885 at a costof 
3135, 000 so that it now contains eleven stories, 
with a frontage of ninety-five feet and a depth 
of 121 feet. It ts largely devoted to railroad 
offices,embracing the headquarters of Gould’s 
Southwest system, the Wabash Western, St. 
Louis, Arkansas & Texas and Mobile & Ohio 
roads, and the three passenger elevators are

1e Roe building at the southwest corner of 


Broadway and Pine street, though not as large 
as many of the structures already mentioned, 
is fully as ornamental. Its erection was begun 


in the fall of 1884, and its six stories of brick 


It contains 
seventy-five rooms devoted to offices and stores 
is the headquarters of the Frisco, Colorado 
(Atchison) & Central Missouri Railroads, and 
has a frontage of 64 feet, with a depth of 126 
feet. 


THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE BUILDING

Collins and O' Fallon streets may not be a thing 
of beauty, but it is one of the tallest buildings 
in the city, There are twelve stories in all, 
in addition to which the refinery boasts two of 
the largest smoke-stacks in the West, one of 
these being 225 feet in height. 


John R. Lionberger’s seven-story brick in 


process of construction on the south side of 
Washington avenue, between Eighth and 
Ninth streets, will cost upwards of $250,000. It 
has a frontage of 140 feet, with a depth of 150, 
and contains sixteen rooms. 


The St. Louis University, recently erected at 


the northwest corner of Pine street and Grand 
avenue, was estimated to cost $196,000, and is 
an ornament to the West End. It is of brick, 
varving in height from four @ five stories, 
and has a frontage of 446 feet by a depth of 360 
feet. 


THE BREWERIES. 
The Anheuser-Busch Brewery Company, be- 


tween Pestalozzi, Arsenal, Ninth and Tenth 
streets, have not a single establishment, buta 
veritable village of cestly buildings, ranging 
from $5,000 to $100,000 in value. To these they 
are constantly adding until the buildings now 
erected represent many hundreds of thou- 
sand dollars. It is said that the company re 
tains the services of Architect Jungenfleldt 
throughout the year, paying him in the neigh- 
porhead of $6,000 per annum. 


The Wainwright Brewery Company has an 


regation of brick buildings on the north 
side — Papin street, between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, estimated to cost $139,762. 
These buildings are five in number and their 
erection was begun in the fall of 1883. 


In the matter of hotels the Southern takes 


prominence, occupying an entire block that 
measures 325x275 feet, and costing in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000. The Lindell ranks

The 
decision refers to the distribution of boycot- 
ting circulars, and says: ‘‘Men followed 
piaintiff’s wagons in buggies, having banners 
attached to the barness on each side of the 
horse printed on them ‘Boycott Brace Bros.’ 
Often crowds of men and boys followed shout- 
ing after the driver, and, in some instances, 
throwing mud and stones atthe wagons. Per- 
sons were denounced for refusing to quit 
Brace Bros. Men were posted in front of their 
places of business distributing circulars, 
and thus llected noisy crowds, requiring 
police attention. All plaintiff's agents 
except one, declined to act. The loss to 
plaintiffs since this boycott began amounted to 
about $600 a week. A civil action was brought 
by plaintiffs against some of the defendants, 
who were arrested and gave bail. Since then 
the action against plaintiffs has; been con- 
tinued as before.’’ 

Judge Slagte declared that the use of the 
word ‘‘boycott’’ is in itself a threat, and 


says: ‘*‘Whether the defendants have 
u right to go their friends 
nd say ‘If you are a friend 


of labor withdraw your patronage,’or whether 
they have a right to distribute circulars set- 
ting forth their grievances, is not a question 
for consideration.’’ 

Authorities were cited to show that men 
have no right to walk up and down in front of 
a man’s place of business for the purpose of 
injuring his business, and that in doing so 
they were guilty of conspiracy, even though 
they do not utter a word or raise a hand.

At the Forth mines, now be- 
ing operated in the Schuyikill region, a great 
many miners have been suspendea. it is said 
that the collieries are in bad shape, owing to 
the reckless manner of mining coal during 
the active demand for coal previous tothe 
strike, and that the repairs will involve a vast 
expenditure of money. The payment of the 
March wages was completed to-day. The min- 
ers only received 1 per cent above the $2.50 ba- 
sis, or 7 per cent less than was paid before the 
strike troubles. 


The Clearfield Region.

THE Sr. PAUL PROTESTS 


Against the Rate Power of the Minnesota 
Comm issioners.

ST. PAUL, Minn., April 21.—The decision of 
the Supreme Court of Minnesota empowering 
the Railroad Commissioners to make rates for 
all roads within the limits of the State, is not 
received with any great degree of favor by the 
railway officials of St. Paul. The 
general verdict is that it is an injustice 
to the railway companies to give the 
Commission such a power, and the proba- 
bility is that the Minnesota lines will see that 
the matter is carried to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. One official stated this 
morning that ‘‘It does not stand to reason 
that men whose knowledge of railway 
business is not above the par of thatofa 
brakeman on a freight train could adjust rates 
for railway companies on a basis that will 
make railroading profitable, when their in- 
clination was to cater to the general public, 
in order to gain political capital. I might be 
able to say at what rates our road could do 
business aud live, but I know nothing of the 
Omaba or Milwaukee. The commission will 
probably do what is right, but they should be 
practical railroad men.

A CHAT WITH ZOLA, 


The Apostle of Realism as Seer at a Rehear- 
sal of Germinal.“ 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 
Paris, April 10.—I have had the pleasure of 
listening to one of the rehearsals of Germi- 
nal.’’ Seated before the footlights was Zola, 
following with attention all the movements, 
all the gestures of the actors. Ateach phrase 
he rose and sald: Wait; this is the way. 
Zola has a large head and a nose slightly re- 
trouse, fine chin, strong mouth, sad, dreamy 


black eyes half concealed by glasses, and very 
high forehead. His shoulders are almost on a 
level with his ears, and his coat is always tight- 
ly buttoned. In the scene where the old Bonne- 
mort, shivering with cold, is seated before the 
fire warming his frozen hands and tbreatening 
veng eance against the ‘‘rich’’ whom he does 
not know, whom he has never seen, but for 
whom each day he risks his life in the mine. 
Zola triedin every way to find the proper posi- 
tion of the poor miner. Five or six times the 
novelist spread his hands before an imagin- 
ary fire, let his head fall as if in despair, and 
grumbled and threatened and threatened and 
grumbled until the scene became almost ludi- 
crous, With each artist Zola labored dili- 
gently, and it will not be the author's fault if 
*‘Germinal’’ has not the same success as the 
**Ventre de Paris.

ECROMANCY is not what 
it used to be in the 
olden days.

have looked upon her withawe. Recently she 
met with a somewhat peculiar experience. A 
young man who had crossed her palm with 
silver in the interest of a good cause was 
smiling under the flattering traits of character 
revealed ina five minutes’ conference, when 
suddenly the fair palmist said: 
„Mr. —, there is one thing I cannot but 
notice, and that is your timidity is so pro- 
nounced that it borders on cowardice.’’ 
That was all, but there is one disciple of 
psychology forever lost to St. Louis circles.

lace for bimself and his portrait in the great 
soap galaxy, Mr. O'Connor had placed him- 
self in the hands of some misguided elocution- 


jst, and then sought to educate the people of 


New York, and elocute them out of their 
thraldom, up Into the glorious light of the 
O'Connor school of training. 

The first week he was in te hands of the 


fritics, and they spoke quite serenely of his 


methods. Later it was deemed best to place 


his merits inthe hands of a man who would 


be on equal footing with him. What O'Connor 
wanted was oneot his peers, who would there- 
fore jiige him fairly. I was selected because 
J know nothing whatever about acting, and

and I do not think itis true. Up to last Thurs- 
day Messrs. Booth and Barrett were not aware 
of Mr. O’Connor’s great metropolitan success, 
and it Is generally believed among the friends 
of the two former gentlemen that they do not 
feel itso keenly as Mr. O’Connor has been led 
to suppose. 

But James Owen O'Connor has done one 

thing which I take the liberty of publicly al- 
luding to. He has taken that saddest and most 
melancholy bit of bloody history, trimmed 
with assassinations down the back and looped 
up with remorse, insanity, duplicity and unre- 
qguited love, and he has filled it with silvery 
laughter and cauliflower and mirth and vari- 
ous other groceries which the audience throw 
in from time to time, thus making it more of a 
spectacular piece than it is under the conserv- 
ative management of such old-school men as 
Booth, who seem to think that Hamlet should 
be soaked full of sadness. 
I went to see Hamlet, thinking that I 
would be welcome, for my sympathies were 
with James when I heard that Mr. Booth was 
picking on him and seeking to injure him. I 
went to the box-office and explained whol 
was, and stated that I had been detailed to 
come and eee Mr. O'Connor act; also that in 
whatI might say afterwards my instructions 
were to give it to Booth and Barrett if I found 
that they had tampered with the audience in 
any way. 

The maninthe box-office did not recognize 
me, but said that Mr. Fox would extend to me 
the usual courtesies. Iasked where Mr. Fox 
could be found, and he said inside. I then 
started to goinside, but ran against a total 
stranger, who was ‘‘onthe door,“ as we say. 
lie was feeding red and yellow tickets into a 
large tin oven, and looking far, far away. I 
conversed with him in low, passionate tones, 
and asked him where Mr. Fox could be 
found. He did not know, but thought he 
was still in Europe. I went back and told the 
box-office that Mr. Fox was in Europe. He 
said no, I would find him inside. Well, but 
how willI get inside, Lasked eagerly, forI 
could already, I fancied, hear the orchestra 
beginning to twang its lyre. 

Walk in,“ said he, taking in N and giving 
back 50 cents in change toa man with a dead 
cat In his overcoat pocket. 

I went back, and, springing lightly over the 
ron railing while the gatekeeper was think- 


ing overthe glorious past, I went all around, 


over the theater look 
ing for Mr. Fox. I 
found him haggling 
over the price of some 
vegetables which he 
was selling at the 
Stage door and which 
had been contributed 
by admirers and old 
Subscribers to .Mr. 
Connor at a pre- 
Vious performance. 

When Mr. Fox got 
through with that 1 
presented to him my 
card, which is as good 
u plece of job work in 
colors as was ever 
cone west ofthe Mis- Zhe Ghost Dodging the 
sourl River and to Cabbage. 
whieh I frequently point with pride. 

Mr, Fox said he was sorry, but that Mr. 
O Conner had instructed him to extend no 
courtesies to the press whatever. The press, 


\he claimed, had said pomesnify derogatory 


to see him in anything 
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Mr. O'Connor as a tragedian, and while he 
personally would be tickled to death to give 
me two divans and a folding-bed near the 
large fiddle, he must de as Mr. O’Connor bad 
bid—or bade him, I forget which; and so, 
keeping back the tears with great difficulty, 
he sent me back to the box office, and al- 


way, I wenttothe box office and purchased a 
seat. I believe now that Mr. Fox thought he 
had virtually excluded me from the house 
when he told mel would have to pay in order 
to get in. 

I bought a seat in the parquette and went in. 
The audience was not large, and there were 
not over a dozen ladies present. 

Pretty soon the orchestra began to ooze in 
through a little opening under thestage. Then 
the overture was given. It was called ‘‘Eg- 
mont. The curtain now arose ona scene in 
Denmark. I had asked an usher to take a note 
to Mr. O'Connor requesting an audience, but 
the boy had returned with the statement that 
Mr. O'Connor was busy rehearsing his solil- 
oquy and removing a shirred egg from his 
halidome. 

He also said he could not promise an au- 
dience to any one, It was all he could do to 
get enough himself for a mess. 

Sothe play went on. Elsinore, where the 
first act takes place, is in front of a large stone 


water tank, where two gentlemen armed with 
lon g-handled hay knives are on guard. 

All atonce a ghost, who walks with an over- 
strung Chickering action and stiff, jerky, 
Waterbury moveinent, comes in, wearing a 
dark mosquito net over his head—so that 
harsh critics cannot truly say there are any 
Hes on him, I presume. When the ghost 
enters most every one enjoys it. Nobody 
seems to be frightened at all. I knew it was 
nota ghost as quick as I looked at it. One 
man inthe gallery hit the ghost on the head 
with a soda cracker, which made him jump 
and feel of his ear; so I knew then that it was 
only a man made up to look Ike a presence. 
One of the guards, whose name I think is 
Smith, haga droop to his legs and an insta- 
bility about the knees which is highly enjoy 
able. He walks like a frozen-toed hen, and 
stands first on one foot and then on the other 
with almost human intelligence. His support 
is about as poor as O’Connor’s. 

After awhile the ghost vanishes with what is 
calleda stately tread, but I would regard it 
more as a territorial tread. Horatio did quite 
wellandthe audience frequently listened to 
him. Still he was about the only one who did 
not receive crackers or cheese asa slight tes- 
timonial of regard from admirers in the audli- 
ence. 

Finally, Mr. James Owen O'Connor entered. 
It was fully five minutes before he could be 
heard, and even then he could not. His mouth 
moved now and then and a gesture would 
suddenly burst forth; but I did not hear what 
he said. At least I could not hear distinctly 
what he said. After awhile, as people got tired 
and went away, I could hear better. 

Mr. O'Connor introduces into his Hamlet“ 
a set of gestures evidently intended for 
another play. People who are going to act 


The Manager Gathering the Crop, 
out on the stage cannot be too careful in get- 


ting a good assortment of gestures that will 
fit the play itself. James has provided him- 
seif with a set of gestures which might do for 
Little Eva or ‘‘Ten Nights in a Bar-room,’’ 
but they dq not fit Hamlet. There is where he 
makes a mistake. Hamlet is aman whose 
victuals don’tagree with him. He feels de- 
ressed and talks about sticking a bodkin into 
imself, but Mr. O’Conmor gives him a light, 
elastic step and an air of persifiage, bohhomie 
and frisk which does not fit the character. 

Mr. O'Connor has sought in his conception 
and interpretation of Hamlet to give it a free 
and jaunty Kokoma flavor—a nameless twang 
of tansy and dried apples which Shakespeare 
himself failed to sock into his great drama. 
James has done this, and more. He has 
taken the wild-eyed and morbid Blackwell’s- 
Island Hamlet, and made him a $2 parlor 
humorist who can bethelife of the party or 
give lessons in.elocution, and take applause 
or crackers and cheese in return for the 
same. 

There is really a good lesson to be learned 
from the pitiful and pathetic tale of James 
Owen O'Connor. Injudicious friends have 
doubtless overestimate’ his value and unduly 
raised his Smart Aleckutionary powers. 
ving himself unwisely, but too extensively, 
he bas been led away into the great, untried 
»urgatory of public scrutiny, andthe general 
indictment has followed. 

The truth stands out brighter and stronger 
than ever that there is no cut-across lots to 
fame or success. He who seeks to 
jump from mediocraty to a glit- 
tering triumph over the heads of the pa- 
tient student and the earnest, industrious can- 
didate whe is willing to bide his time, gets what 
James Owen O Connor has received—the just 
condemnation of those who aré abundantly 


able to judge. 

In seeking to combine the melancholy 
beauty of Hamiet’s deep and earnest pathos 
with the gentle humor of ‘‘A Hole 
Ground’’ Mr. O'Connor has evident! 
himself, as we say at the Browning Club, and 
it is but justice after all. Before we curse the 
condemnation of the people and the press let 
us carefully and prayerfully look ourselves 
over and see if we have not overestima 
ourselves. 

There are — men alive to-day who do 
not dare say anything without first thinking 
how it will read in thelr memoirs—men whom 
we cannot, therefore, thoroughly enjoy until

He then takes 
off the top of the tea - caddy, lays it in its proper 
place, and with the spoon puts just the right 
amount into a cup, and then dips up just the 


right quantity of water from the 
kettle and pours it on the tea. 
It is an exact knowledge of all these 


formalities which make a good master of the 
tea ceremony, and Hideyoshi used to reward 
liberally those men who could do them most 
rigidly. With the mixer the teacher then 
whips the teatoafroth, and when he deems 
the decoctionin proper tondition he pushes 
the cup over the mats to the humblest guest, 
who, of course, declines todrink first and 

asses it on until it reaches him of 
highest rank, who is seated near 
the toko-no-ma. This 
ceives the cup with his right , 
raises it, and rests it upon the palm of bis left 
hand, and holding it with his right, carries it 
to his mouth. If the tea be too bot to drink 
he waits until it has cooled, and then drinks 
about one-third of the contents, He then 
comments upon the flayor, and compliments 
the teacher upon his skill in preparing, and 
the host upon having such a superlor article. 
It is considered a graceful thing for him to ask 
where such delicious tea was bought, what 
price was paid for it, and if more can be hada. 
Then he shakes the cup to getall the froth 
on the liquid, just as a beer drinker does 
his mug, and finishes the contents in two 
more draughts, making a very decided suck- 
ing or bubbling noise as he does so. It is 

roper for him to wipe the rim of the cup 
with his finger and thumb—although it is more 
polite to do this with a bit of soft brown paper, 
which all Japanese carry in the large pockets 
formed bY sewing up their capacious sleeves, 
and which paper they use instead of pocket 
handkerchiefs. The guest now makes a com- 
plimentary remark about the cup, gives a 
guess as to its age, and must be sure to say 
more than its probable antiquity, and 
may very properly express is envy. 
(As most of the articles used in the cha-no-yu 
have been made by artists who devoted them- 
selves almost exciusively to their manufact- 
ure, and bear the stamps or mark of the 
maker, the devotees ofthe ceremony can tell 
ata glance who made the various implements, 
and therefore the guess above referred to re- 
lates only to those odd ones which a man oc- 
casionally picks up.) 

When the cup is returned to the teacher he 
rinses it and prepares tea for each of the 
party in turn, observing precisely the same 
forms in each instance and servin 
last. He then asks if he may have the 
honor of giving any of the guests another cup 
of tea. This is usually declined, and be re- 
turns the paraphernalia to the adjoining room 
in inverse order to that followed when bring- 
ing them in, takes off his distinctive robe, and 
the party indulges in friendly conversation, 
extemporizing stanzas, puns, etc., and re- 
freshes itself with tobacco—for during the 
actual ceremony smoking is prohibited. This, 
I fancy, is merely for the purpose of giving 
it an added importance, because the pipe 
and tobacco pouch or cigarette case of a 
Japanese man or woman are always at the 
side, and I have never yet known any other 
time or place when smoking was improper. 

I suspect that when the party is made up of 
native gentlemen only, a zest is sometimes 
given tothe meeting by the presence of a fair 
maiko, dancing girl, or a talented geisha, 
singing girl. It is a mark of appreciation of 
the success of the entertainment on the part 
of the guests to request the host to 
show his collection of curios, and a deli- 
cate compliment for them to ask the age, 
value and minute history ofthe various arti- 
cles. At such times Ihave seen bits of old 
pottery, pieces of lacquer, samples of bronze 
and other metal work — which, by the way, 
the old Japanese artisans really excelled), 
the like of which can not be found in curio

‘hero’s Shoulders. A hero in distress is 
an interesting object, particularly to 
susceptible maidens, but there is a 
Point at which he ceases to be an interest- 
ingly melancholy hero and becomes a lugu- 
brious bore, There are few men who can keep 
their faces looking like a picture of grief in an 
‘elocution book all the time and yet be inter- 
esting all the time. Mr. Mantell comes as 
near it as anyone can, perhaps, but one can- 
not help feeling that it iseverdone. It ie a 
rather serious matter to be bitten by a mad- 
diog and it is just as serious a matter to cauter 
ize a wound with ared-hot poker. It is a sor- 
rowful thing fora man to discover that his 
wife is in love with another man, but 
When there is added to this a belief 
that she has poalsoned one, and, after this has 
been firmly established, to learn that another, 
‘who was believed to be one’s bosom friend, is 
the real polsoner, the impression grows strong 
that too much is laid upon the back of one 
poor hero. 

The fault is with the play; surely not with 
the actor, and the play of ‘‘Monbars’’ is un- 
Woubtedly faulty. Itissuperficial and over- 
drawn. Thereisapointat which one ceases 
to admire patient suffering, when commenda- 
ble meekness becomes condemnable weak- 


ness. That point is reached sev 
eral times lu ‘*Monbars.’’ It is 
eupposabie that a man would continue to 
Jove a woman if she loved another, even if she 
was guilty of the greatest wrong that woman 
can do to man. But when in addition to this

This is the forfeiture of all marital rights and 
privileges by the deceived husband, the gen- 
erous sacrifice which preserves inviolate the 
aM a of the unloving wife and which inev- 
tably turns her indifference inte passion and 
makes her excessively unhappy because he 
blindly goes on and refuses totake his own. 
It is a purely French cirenmstance, 
but it has its romanticforce. Still the play 
is constructed with considerable cleverness 
and holds the interest of the audieuce. 
One cannot help but call in question the good 
taste and necessity for such an unpleasant in- 
cident to delicate nerves as the hot-poker act, 
but it is effective,and each act has a fairly 
strong climax which leads up to the end, 
which is a really powerful close.

The Art of Contorting.

In the business of corgtortion the first les- 
son is the backward bend, first with the arms 
and then without. You stand on a long mat- 
tress, so that there is no danger, and at first 
your teacher controls your movements with a 


belt. It is much the same with other forms of 
acrobatic werk, and thecruelty often takes 
the form of taking away the mattress, which 
creates a sort ot panic in the Pe mind. 
If he has really tried his best and failed, he is 
no terrified that heis almost certain to fail 
unless he has a great deal of pluck. If he bas 
only been sulking, itmay bring him to his 
bearings. Of course children are often stub- 
born, and try the patience of the teacher to 
the utmost limit. 

The art of contortion,’’ continued Miss 
Vonare, ‘‘is learned by degrees. First the 
backward bend, then the ‘dislocation,’ then 
the ‘splits,’ and so on. What we call ‘close- 
ness’ distinguishes the best bending. To the 
andience bending seems most difficult. But ! 
experience no discomfort or inconvenience. 
I Was a puny child. You see me now.“ The 
lady bender was certainly most healthy and 
cheerful, stout in body and rudv in com-:

How to Use Wigs.

It is the rarest thing in the world, te use one 
ofthe common exaggerations of speech, that 
a stage wig does not betray itself. Aside from 
the factthatit rarely is in keeping with the 
complexion of the wearer, for the skin of the 
face or face and shoulders and the handsor 
arms is ‘seldom, ifever, except inthe case 
of blacks, Arabs or Moors, made up to sult 
the color of the false hair. And what is true 
of wigs is also true of stage mustaches, whis- 
kers and beards. In the case of men with 
short hair or women with hair dressed up 
on the head the stage wig usually, leav- 
ing aside its color, makes its fuaisity 
known at the back ot the head and especially 
about the ears. Thisis often due to carelese- 
ness on the part of the wearer, either in put- 
ting the wig on or chosing one that does not 
fit. It seems also almost impossible to keep 
such wigs close fitting at the neck when the 
head is held in any other position than per- 
fectiy straight. Of course, in the case of 
long hair wigs, either for men or women, the 
neck effect is all right. Such wigs usually 
show what they are by allowing a sight of the 
natural hair at the temples or by the front of 
the ears. A common mistake with actors is to 
wear hats too small fortheir wigs. These ob- 
servations may furnish food for reflection on 
the part of the dramatic professicn of stage 
‘*dressers’’ and stage wiginakers.

SCENERY MADE OF WIRE. 


A New Thing for the Stage Recently Intro- 
duced in Germany. 


From the Morning Journal. 

Wire scenery isanew invention in theatri- 
cal circles of Germany. It is non-combusti- 
ble, which is almost a suflicient recommenda- 
tion in itself, although it is said it meets in 
every respect the theatrical requirements of 
articles of this description. 

The scenery is made of the wire gauze, such 


as is used for screens in doors and windows, 
and this fabric can be woven so fine that 
pictures can be painted upon it, leaving it still 
as flexible as linen. 

Owing to the porous nature of the netting, 
no amount of painting would render it other 
than transparent. However, the inventor 
overcame this diMiculty by concocting a paste 
or composition which adheres to the wires, 
stops the pores and forms the necessary 
ground upon which the painting is carried 
out, The first practical trial on a large scale 
of this new invention will be made at the Court 
Theater in Munich. Should the trial prove a 
success the German theaters will adopt it for 
their scenes, as it is only slightly heavier than 
the canvas now in use. 

Wire scenery is a trifle more expensive, but 
its non-combustible character renders it such 
a protection against fre and 80 great an im- 
provement over the canvas traps and calami- 
ties of the present stage settings that itis to be 
hoped the twal may prove satisfactory and 
that it will soon find its way to America.

HOW A“SYNDIC” GOT RICH 


A STORY WHICH SHOWS THAT THERE JS A 
ROYAL ROAD TO FORTUNE. 


Methods Employed to Secure Control of 
Three Ohio Railroads—They Are Bonded 
Heavily and Then Gebbied, $8,000,000 in 
Bonds Being Paid for in Cheap Coal 
Lands—Brilliant Ohio Financiering.

EW YORK, April 
20.—There is aroy- 
al road to fortune, 
known to shrewd 
railroad mani pu- 
lators and rich 
bankers, the es- 
sence of which con- 
sists of buying 
something for 
nothing and letting 
poor stockholders 
and bondholders 
pay the piper. A 
legal inquiry re- 
cently set on foot 
in this city on be- 


half of the owners of the Columbus, Hocking 
Valley & Toledo Railroad has brought to light 
a wonderful trip upon this road, in which a 
handfw of men and a big banking house 
played ducks and drakes with $8,000,000 of 
bondsin a way wonderful to behold. And 
this is a history of the case: 

In 1881 a syndicate of Ohio men more or less 
wealthy and composed of Stevenson Burke, 
Charles Hickox, C. H. Andrews, William J. 
Hitchcock, N. P. Paine; Payne, Newton & 
Co.; W. J. McKinney and W. C. An- 
drews were the owners of certain coal 
lands in the Hocking Valley. They 
had bought them for a speculation and were 
indebt for them. Finding no prospect of 
making a good thing out of them on their own 
account, they conceived a scheme for using 
them as a means of getting possession of three 
roads inthe State of Ohio, and thus turning 
them to profit. The roads were the Columbus 
& Hocking Valley, the Columbus & Toledo and 
the Ohio & Western. M. M. Greene, it is 
worthy of note, was President of each of these 
three roads. To further their projects, Mr. 
Burke and his associates had organized two 
coal companies—the Snow Fork & Cleveland 
Coal Company, with Burké as President, and 
the Continental Coal Company, with William 
J. McKinney, one of Burke’s associates, as 
President. The principal stockhoiders in 
both companies were Burke and his asso- 
ates, the omnipresent Burke managing both 
concerns. 

In due time there came a providential rumor 
that a road was about to be built through the 
Hocking Valley to the properties of these two 
embryo coal concerns, and as a natural con- 
sequence the stock of the three roads named 
above began to drop. Then camea timely 
letter on the scene. It was written by Mr. 
Burke to President Greene, and it referred to 
the talkea-of-schemes to build another road, 
and said, among other things: When rail- 
roads can be built by issuing bonds, it is diffi- 
cult to estimate in advance what may and 
may not be done by energetic men when they 
set about it.“ The letter suggested that 
Greene’s companies ought to buy the lands of 
the two coal companies, and cautioned him 
not to speak of the matter. 

THE PLOT THICKENS. 
Mr. Greene capitulated. His flag was run 


down and the standard of Burke aud 
associates was run up to his masthead. Con- 
siderable correspondence and numerons in- 
terviews passed between them. At length, 
on July 1, 1881, Burke and Greene metin this 
city and began the novel operation of buying 
a railroad with itself, adding the debt thus en- 
gendered to the property itself. This strange 
business was done with the help of Winslow, 
Lanier & Co., the big banking house of this 
city. 

In possession of the WORLD are sworn 
coples of the letters and agreements which 
passed between Burke and his associates 
and Winslow, Lanier 4 Co. By the terms of 
the agreement Burke and associates were to 
give Winslow, Lanier & Co. their individual 
notes for $6,000,000, and the bankers 
were to procure a discount on them, receiving 
for the negotiation 6 per cent interest and a 
commission of 24 per cent, dependent, of 
course, on their success. The Burke crowd 
were also to buy the stock ofthe three roads 
of which Greene was President ata price which 
they fixed to suit themselves, and at which 
Mr. Greene advised holders to sell, consolidate 
them into a single Company,to be known as 
the Columbus, Hocking Valley & Toledo, the 
stock of the three being merged in the one, 
and the new 9 to issue 5 per cent bonds 
ayeregating 514, 500, 0 

Of these bonds $6,500,000 was to be used, 
legitimately,to retire and cancel the outstand- 
ing bonds of the three existing roads. The re- 
maining $8,000,000—and here is the colored 
gentieman in the Hocking Valley woodpile— 
was to be placed with the parties holding the 
notes as part security forthe loan, and from 
the proceeds ofthem, when sold, Winslow, 
Lanier & Co. were to pay the notes of Burke 
and his friends, and return those precious 
documents! Tuere is no mistake about this 
pretty plan of operations. The terms are 
down in black and white, and members of the 
house of Winslow, Lanier & Co., placed under 
oath, have been forced to admit them. 

NEARING FRUITION. 

Wells, Winsiow, Lanier & Oo. placed the 
notes with Drexel, Morgan & Co., who ad- 
vanced the money, $5,874,000 cash, and Burke 
and his associates went to work withit, buy- 
ing up the stock of the three roads. The con- 
solidated road was formed according to pro- 
gramme. Burke & Co. made themselves Di- 
rectors and M. M. Greene, the faithful Presi- 
made President of the 
one, all according to agreement made and 
ratified. By resolution of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the consolidated road, passed Sep- 
tember 21, 1881, the issue of $14,500,000 bonds 
was authorized, and it was formally pro- 
vided that $6,500,000 worth of them was is- 
sued to provide forthe payment of the out- 
standing bonds of the constituent compa nies 
which had been consolidated, and the remain- 
ing $8,000,000 was to be sold by the President 
and the Executive Committee aud the pro- 
ceeds applied to improving the road, and a 
recital of the terms of this resolution was em- 
is in the mortgage and constituted a part 
of it. a 

It may be remarked in passing that the law 
of Ohio says that the only purposes for which 
a railroad company can issue bonds are: First, 
in completing and extending its road; second, 
in constructing branch roads; third, laying 
double or additional tracks; fourth, increas- 
ing its machinery or roiling stock; fifth, 
building depots or shops; sixth, makiag im- 
provements; seventh, for paying its unfuaded 
} debts or redeeming its bonds. 

July 1, 1881, Burke and associates gave to 
Winslow, Lanier & Co. an option of ninety 
days to purchase $6,000,000 ot bonds of the 
corsolidated eompany at par and accrued 
interest, stipulating that the proceeds of said 
bonds should be applied ‘‘on our notes 
— eres by them for us for $6,000,000,’’ 
an on the 6th of the month they 
agreed that on any portion of the $6,000,000 so 
purchased by Winslow, Lanier& Co. they should 
receive a commission of 24 — cent at par. 
Two days later, July 8, Winslow, Lanier &Co. 
sold to parties in Onio, who subscribed for 
them, $1,580,000 of these bonds at par and ac- 
crued interest. 

On October s the bankers notified Burke that 
President Greene had undertaken to provide 
that the subscribers need not pay accrued in- 
terest, and stating that as they bad not agreed 
to this,and as Greene stated it to be for 
Burke's account, they desired him to take due 
note thereof. November 2 Burke offered Win- 
slow, Lanier & Co. $4,821,000 of the bonds at 92 
flat, which offer was promptly accepted, and 
the remainder of the loan of Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. wasrepaid. Thus, with the ald of two 
big banking firms, had the road been bought 
and paid for out of its debts, and the little Ohio 
coterie was ready to pocket some profits. 

NOW FOR PROFITS.

stock in the market for sale except such as 
was in Winslow, Lanier 
til they had realized thereon. 

RIGGING THE DIVIDEND. 

Burke and his associates further agreed (Aug. 
2, 1882) that in January, 1883, a dividend of not 
less that 24 per cent should be d on the 
stock, They promised to furnish all needful 
information to enable Winslow,Lanier & Co. to 
list the stocks and bonds on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

This agreement was accepted by Winslow, 
Lanier & Co., who guaranteed to sell not less 
than $100,000 of the securities per month until 
they should have sold $600,000 worth, and if 
Burke and his associates desired it they would 
anticipate the sales of the first two months 
and credit them with $200,000 August 31. The 
bankers signed an agreement that all moneys 
obtained from the sale of the bonds should 
Ide placed to the oredit of M. M. Greene, 
President, ‘special account.’ in the bene 
house of Winslow, Lanier & Co., fo be checke 
out by him. They promised to make applica- 
tion for listing the stocks and bonds’ as soon 
as possible.

IT BEATS ALADDIN’S LAMP. 

And now let us see what Burke and asso- 
clates paid ior their $8,000,000 bonds and the 
stock to which they helped themselves. Oh, 
dear, no! They paid forthem in coal lands; 
and very dear lands they are, too, when their 
‘intrinsic value is concerned, which lands, 
strangely enough, were paid for by the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of apart of the bonds which 
were bought with the lands. Howis that fora 
Chinese puzzie? The history is as follows: 

September 16, 1881, sixteen days after the or- 
ganization of the new railroad, the same 
crowd organized the Hocking Valley Coal & 
Railroad Company. It had a paper-and-ink 
capital of $3,000,000. Subscription books were 
opened, the amount of stock to be taken being 
limited to $1,500,000, and Burke and his asso- 
ciates put down their names for that amount. 
But not à dollar did they payin. September 
30 they organized and elected a President and 
Secretary, but no Treasurer. One was not 
needed. They then submitted to themselves a 
proposition to buy 5,00U0acres of Snow Fork & 
Cleveland Coal Company at $150 per acre, pay- 
able incash before November 15;to buy of 
Stevenson, Burke and Charles Hickox their 
1,380 acres at $150 (most of it wasn’t worth $50 
per rere), and to relieve the Continental Coal 
Company of the 8,000 scres at the same price; 
the total sum being $1,500,000, the exact 
amount of stock subscribed. Burke, Hickox 
and McKinney were directors in the consoli- 
dated railroad company, in each of the coal 
companies and were virtually owners of the 
land. They accepted their own proposition 
and ‘‘ordered the purchase money to be paid 
within sixty days, the President of the Hoek- 
ing Valley Coal Company being authorized to 
give the companies’ notes in payment.“ 
Afterwards Burke, Hickox and their asso- 
ciates, as directors of the railroad company, 
paid themselves as stockholders of the coal 
company $736,000 of this purchase money out 
of the million-dollar slice of the eight millions 
bonds, wbich went through the special account 
of M. M. Greene, Trustee, already noted. 
The remainder, $764,000, has not yet been 


aid. 

STILL ANOTHER RUB. 

August 14, 1882, after the $6,000,000 bonds had 
been disposed of, Burke and associates, as 
directors of the Consolidated Railroad Com- 
pany, passed a resolution authorizing the 

urchase of the 15,000 shares of Hocking Val- 
ey Coal OCoOmpany--nominally worth $1,500,- 
000, but in reality not worth a third of that 
sum—‘‘for $8,000,000 of the bonds of the 
railroad she 9 which they had already 
sold, $6,411,000 at from 82 cents to par, and 
$1,589,000 of which twelve days before they 
had sold to Winslow, Lanier & Co. at 90 cents. 
At the same mesting in order to make the 
record appear straight upon the minutes, the 
President got up and said that he had pur- 
chased 15,000 shares at and for the price named 
in the resolution. The Board thereupon 
ratified and approved his action. 

This unparallelled generosity to No. 1 would 
never in all probability have come to light had 
not some wealthy New Yorkers purchased a 
controlling interest in the stocks of the Hock- 
ing Valley Road, and in 186 the Burke direc- 
tory found itself in an election unexpectedly 
fired out in the cold. Suit was begun in Ohio 
to force Burke and company to account for the 
proceeds of the $8,000,000 bonds. The case is 
still on, the injunction at present being in 
force. Meanwhile testimony is being taken 
in this city. Papers have just been served by 
lawyers representing the railroad company 
upon Winslow, Lanier & Co. in a suit against 
the banking firm.

They originated in England about sixty years 
ago, and have been so successful that they 
have spread all over the world. England has 
2,000 ineorporeted associations, with 600,000 
members and assets aggregating $200,000,000.

It 
is estimated that over 650,000 houses are 
owned oy workingmen in Philadel- 
phia, and that 600 building and loan associa- 
tions are in existence there to-day. From 
Philadelphia these associations have spread 
to every State in the Union.

Cincinnati has 200, Rochester has eighty, and 
nearly every email towh in the vicinity of the 
large cities has from one to a dozen of these 
associations. The total number in the United 
States is estimated at 5,000, with a member- 
ship of 750,000, and an aggregate capital of 
$750, 000, 000.

Brief Analyses of a Few of the Symphonies—Prof. Egment Freelich, the Musical Director of 


the Fest—The Welcoming Concert and the Thursday and Friday Matinees—Morart, 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn, Schubert and Rubinstein. 4 


RRANGING a programme fora grand musical event Ike the ap- 
proaching National Saengerfest, to be held in this city next June, 
involves labor of the highest artistic quality, to choose from the 
vast mass of great musical works of merit with which the world is 
possessed. A series of numbers for seven consecutive concerts 
that shall not only be distinctively characteristic of one great 
school of musica! art, but shall present the varying features of that 
school, not only in the broadest and most complete form possible, 
but with a general harmony in the various parts of the programme 
that will be thoroughly satisfactory to the most cultivated taste, 
is a task of no mean order. Prof. Egmont Froelich, the musical 
director of the Saengerfest, alded by the wise counsel of the Com- 
mittee on Music, has succeeded so well in this respect that the 
most competent critics here and elsewhere have pronounced the 


work as being absolutely beyond criticism. 

Of course, in a programme of the length of one stretching over 
a series of eight concerts, it would be impossible to give a com- 
plete review of each individual feature, but a somewhat careful 
consideration of a few of the leading numbers cannot fail to prove 


of interest to the musical public. 
THE WELCOMING CONCERT. 
The first or welcoming concert begins on Wednesday evening, 


June 18, with Wagner’s overture to ‘‘Rienz!. This opera, which is founded on the story in 
Bulwer’s great novel, The Last of the Tribunes,’’ was written in Paris in 1838. For three 
years the composer made unsuccessful efforts to have it performed at the Grand Opera. The 
French having rejected it Wagner took it to Munich, where, in 1842, it was produced, and at 
once achieved the popularity it has since maintained on the lyric stage. Wagner, for some 
unexplained reason, disowned the composition in later yours, but that fact has not detracted 
from the favorite position it won with the public. The overture—and in this fact may, per- 
haps, be found the reason for the composer’s peculiar denial of the authorship of the opera— 
is modeled on the accepted traditional form, presenting many of the leading melodies of the 
opera to which it serves as a preiude.

Weber 
composed this — opera in 1823 for the 
Grand Opera at Vienna. It was not very suc- 
cessful on account of the poverty of the li- 
bretto, which in this case seems to have tallen 
much below the proverbial weakness of these 
almost uniformly vapid productions, Butthe 
beauty of the music, particularly of the over- 
ture, which embodies the finest airsin the 
first and second acts of the opera, won for 
the work an abiding place in the realms of 
high ciassical art. 

A very important feature of this concert 1s 
Liszt’s piano concerto in E flat, to be per- 
formed by Mile. Adele Aus der Ohe. The four 
movemente, allegro maestro, quasi adegio, 
aliegretto vivoce and allegro marziaie an- 
anato, are made by the composer to follow 
each other uninterruptedly, in accordance 
with the new form he created. The various 
themes are introduced again and ain in 
ever-varying form, making of the entire per- 
formance a continuous whole. In pointof 
difficulty this concerto taxes the utmost pow- 
ers of the most highly trained piano artist. 

The Arcadische Suite’’ of Philip Scnar- ae : 
wenka, one of his newest orchestral com posi- a 
tions, closes this concert. This composer, Prof. Egmont Froelich. 
who ie quite young, is gifted with a fertile imagination and a thorough knowledgeand ca- 
pacity to use the resources of an orchestra. 

THURSDAY EVENING 
the concert will open with the Jubilee March, by Jean Louis Nicode, also one of the 
younger composers who has won a well-deserved reputation. Heis the author of a number 
of brilliant works, both for piano and orchestra, aud foremost among the latter is 
this roarch. 

„It ever there was fairy music written,“ says a well known critic, it is the scherzo from 
the ‘Midsummer Night’s Dream’ of Mendelssohn,’ '' and this is the sixth number of the 
above concert. Nothing, continues the critic, more lovely and dainty can be imagined 
than this cobweb of musical sounds, with here and there a tone of an awkward-sounding 
instrument thrown in to produce a comic effect. This masterpiece was composed when 
Mendelssohn was a mere boy, and it remains a marvel to this day how he could possibly have 
gained at that early age the knowledge that enabled him to sport eo successiully with the 
compiex elements of the orchestra. But he did, and in late years, with all tue help that ripe 
experience could bring, he nevercould excel that effort of his youth. 

FRIDAY MATINEE. 

This concert opens with Mendelssohn’s overture to ‘‘Athalia,’’ a part originally written 
and composed for female voices and chorus as an incident to Racine’s play. Later, when the 
presentation of the drama was commanded at Berlin by the King of Prussia, Mendelssohn 
added the overture and arranged the other parts for orchestra. The overture opens with a 
melody taken from one of the choruses and closes with a brilliant repetition of the same, the 
intermediate work being replete with admirably contrasted subjects. 

The seventh numberin this concert is Chopin’s piano concerto in E minor, a work that is 
an immense favorite with artists on account of the splendid opportunities it affords for the 
display of facile execution. It is regarded as a test of the proficiency of the performer. 

This concert closes with Schumanns fourth symphony in D minor. Though written and 
performed at Leipsic in 1841, it did not take its present completed shape till ten years later, 
when Schumann revised and published it under the titie ‘‘Symphony No. 4, D minor, Intro 
duction, Allegro, Romanza, Scherzo and Finale, in one piece. The different movements. are 
closely connected.

The serious and som- 
ber, the berole and tender are alternately emphasized by the instrumentation, which for rich- 
ness of color and effect it would seem impossible to surpass. 

SATURDAY’S MATINEE. . 

Goldmark’s overture ‘‘Sakuntala’’ opens the matinee concert of the last day of the fest. 
| Goldmark, a Hungarian by birth, is justly ranked among the foremost of living composers, his 
two grand operas, ‘*The Queen of Sheba’’ and ‘‘Merlin,’’ being now in the full tide of populsr. 
ity. ‘‘Sakuntala’’ is founded upon a dramatization of ‘*Kalidasa,’’ oneofthe most beautiful 
stories of Hindoo mytbology, a story through which much addijtional attention has been at- 
tracted to Sanskrit literature. The overture is a great tavorite in the concert-room. 

The ‘‘Volksthuemliche Suite of Rietzel also occursin this concert, a work in which the 
author has ingeniously made use of four German folk and student songs, arranging them in 
regard to character in the order which is observed in symphonic works, as follows: 

1. Introduction and fugue—‘‘Es Geht im Rundgesang.’’ 

2. Romanza—‘‘In Einem Kuhlen Grunde. 

3. Scherzo—‘‘Bruderlein Sein. 

4. Finale— A, B, C. Bundeslied.’’ 

The manner in which these melodies are scored is highly effective, and reflects great credit 
on the composer, who is a member of the Thomas orchestra. 

This Saturday matinee closes with Mozarts great symphony in C. Jupiter, perhaps the 
most perfect model existing of symphonic composition. ‘‘Incredible as it may seem, says 
the critic above referred to, ‘‘itis one of three symphonies which Mozart completed in the 
short riod of seven weeks, and vet in none of these works is there to be discovered the 
s lightest indication of haste or superticiality.’’ The ‘‘Jupiter’’ symphony, aname, by the way, 
that was never given to it by Mozart, contains such a number of melodies and motives that it 
would be impossible in a newepaper article to give here a synopsis of them. Out of parts of 
the principal subjects the artist has conjured up new melodies in seemingly never-ending 
variety. Where there is such a vast store- house to cull from, quotation is practically denied, 
for in making selection of a few so many more would have to be neglected that the mere spirit 
of fairness dictates the leaving of the whole unquoted. 

SATURDAY EVENING. 8 

The last concert of the grand series opens appropriately with Beethoven's symphony No. 
8, now known under the title ‘‘Ervica,’’ but originally called by its author Bonaparte, 
The history of this symphony is both peculiar and interesting. Beethoven composed it at the 
suggestion of Gen. Bernadotte, when the latter was Ambassador from France to Vienna, and 
in honor of the then First Consul. The full title bestowed upon it was Sinfonia Grande, 
Napoleon Bonaparte,’’ and a copy was sent to the Ambassador to be forwarded to Paris. 
Later, when Beethoven heard that Napoleon had assumed the title of Emperor, he tore off the 
first leaf of the copy of the symphony he had retained and substituted anetner, on which he 
wrote the new title under which it is now known, adding the words, Composed to celebrate 
the memory of a great man-. The ‘‘Ervica’’ is rich in musical subjects, indeed so rich that, 
like the ‘‘Jupiter’’ symphony, it forbids quotation within the compass of a newspaper review. 
Having in this symphony broken away from the traditional forms of symphony, forms which 
be had faithfally followed in his first and second symphonies, in his third he poured out with 
lavish band a mwuititude of musical ideas of great and varied beauty, at the same time mold- 
ing them into an harmonious whole of grand dimensions. 

Rubenstein’s piano concerto in D minor, No. 4, isthe fourth number of this concert, and 
of all of that composer’s piano concertos it is decidedly the most popular. It is conceded,in- 
deed, to stand foremost as to effectiveness and brilliancy amoug the compositions of the kind 
by modern composers. In form it foilows the classic models, he movements are three in 
number; the first the traditional sonata form; the second a slow movement witha beautiful 
cantilene and the third a rondo. While the piano is throughout treated asa solo instrument, 
the orchestra accompaniment is by no means treated simply as an accessory, for the concerto 
is replete with fine thematic work and brilliant instrumentation. 

Ihe last symphony on this great and most varied programme, the unfinished one of Schu- 
bert, which, though written in 1822 when he was but a youth, was not published till 1867, 
when it at once sprang into the first ranks of great musical compositions. The first subject, 
sombre and mysterious, is given out by the celli and oassos thus: 
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This ts followed closely by an intense melody for the oboe and clarinet, with a quivering 
accompauiment of the strings. 
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The second subject, introduced by the calll, with a syncopated accompaniment by the 


violas and clarinets, is inexpressibly pathetic and tender, but is too elaborate for quotation 
here. Inthe course of the development of this subject a melody expressive of the deepest 
pain, almost cries of despair, is heard. 
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In this first movement Schubert seems to have given expression to the sufferings he en- 
Cured. Gifted far above his fellows he was beset by all the miseries of the deepest poverty, 
scarcely able, even with most strenuous efforts,to obtain the moat ordinary necessaries of daily 
existence, while the natural longings of his artistic nature for encouragement and apprecia- 
tion long remained unsatisfied. The second movement, andante con mots, shows a less des- 
Ar spirit, opening with a melody of exceeding tenderness and grace. His second sub- 

ect is given eut first by the clarinet and is then taken up by the oboe, accompanied by a rest- 
less syncopated figure of the violas and Violins, the theme recurring in part or entire with 
sudden and suprising modulation, of which Schubert was master. The first melody then 
appears once more, and with it the movement.comes to a close.

One day he made a speech, and they laughed 
no longer, for Mr. Phelps isamanof brains 
anda good speaker. Heis finely educated, 
and heis business from the word go. He 
keeps his political eyes well skinned, and he 
has a very good bold of New Jersey. He has 
been Minister to Austria,and was the manager 
of James G. Blaine’s ante-Presidentiai cam- 

aign of 1884. He gave a large sum of money, 

am told, to that campaign, and it is said that 
he also lent Biainea nice littlesum. Heisa 
man of literary as wellas oratorical abilities, 
and his country homein New Jarsey was one 
of the finest and most unique country seats in 
the United States.

The richest Representative is owe of the 
brainiest. His name is William L. Scott of 
Pennsylvania. Heranks as one of the ciosest 
friends of the President, and is now supposed 
to carry bis State in his right pantaloons 

ocket. Rich though he is, he is mocratic 
n his ways, and his friends call him Bill Seott, 
of Erie. He is a thin, nervous-looking man of 
a little over fifty, with blonde mustache, thin 
brown hair, dark eyes, which he covers with 
black -rimmed 50-cent eye- glasses, anda gen- 
érally hard-worked air about him. His 
shoulders have become stooped with much 
bending over his desk, and he does not look 
like an over-bealthy man. He came to Wash- 
ington as a page nearly fifty years ago, and 
while page made the acquaintance of one of 
the richest men of Pennsylvania. It was 
through him that he got a business situation 
in Erie, and hisown exertions and his mar- 
riage with Frank Tracey’s daughter gave him 
the nest-eggs which have hatched out about 
$15 ,000 , 000. 

Mr. Scott has broad financial views, and he 
is a thinker as well a millionaire. Heisa 
sharp politician, and can pull the wires of 
politics as well as those of money-making. He 
is a good liver, too, and he is now fitting up 
the house which he paid $50,000 for, just across 
from the White House on Lafayette Square, 
and just above the one now owned by Washing- 
ton McLean, from the windows of which the 
beautiful Mrs. Sickles flirted with Barton Keys 
across the way. Mr. Scott is fitting this up in 
— style, and he proposes, I doubt not, to 

ecome a fixture in Washington. He does not 
like to have his business mixed with his 
social duties,and he has an office a block away 
where he receives newspaper correspondents 
and his numerous political friends. He bas 
also a farm not far off from Washington, and 
on this he keeps some of the finest of stock. 
Not long ago he had a sale, at which five of hie 
horses brought $30,000 at auction, and the 
average of fifty horses was over $1,500 each. 
His horse Teatray was sold for 510, 500 to the 
Dwyer Brothers, Torchlight brought $7,600, 
and a man named Jourdan of Baltimore 
bought Satan for $5,100. 

Mr. Scott likes fast horses, and he is very 
fond of this farm. It is on the Maryland coast, 
and he has asteam launch connected with it 
in which he often takes his brother Congress - 
men down the bay to fish and bunt. He ls one 
of the best entertainers of Congress, and a 
year ago he spent several times his salary on 
is entertainments. 

Like Bayard, be knows how to cook and he 
frequently hasa chafing-dish brought to him 
in the House restaurant and cooks his own 
oysters. He is a man of great common-sense. 
He has railroads, mines and steam vessela, 
and he was at one time either president or 
director of lines of completed railroads which 
aggregated more than 22,000 miles. In otber 
words, he assisted in the controiling of enough 
railroads to have extended a line around the 
world, with the exception of 3,000 miles.

Next to Scott in point of wealth is Charles 
Felton of California, and as I write this letter 
in the press gallery of the House I can see 
him ust below me. That tight, busi- 
ness-like young man with fine gray hair 
thinly thatching his clean round head, 
and with the soft sable silver mustache shin- 
ing out from under his straight sensitive nose, 
ishe. He has the air of the fighter about bim, 
though none of that of the bully, and old 
forty-niners tell me that he was one of the 
gamest boys of the West. I have heard 
stories of his fights with Mexicans and of how 
he defended himself when an attempt was 
made to rob him, and I doubt not but that he 
would resent an insult to-day as quickly as he 
did then. He has no braggadocio, however, 
and is as modest as the poorest bashful man in 


the House. When he first went to 
California he began to practice law 
but after one case he dropped 


that and went to money-making proper. 
He has made a fortune in mines and specula- 
tion, and his hobby ts anti-Chinese. He calls 
the Chinese the leeches of modern civiliza- 
tion, and though he has to employ hundreds 
of men he will never take a Chinaman. When 
he first came here he was put down as bein 
worth $15,000,000, and he told me ons day that 
he had never made money ss fast as he had 
since he came to Washington, and accordin 
to the newspapers he found that his pile had 
increased et d $5,000,000 in as gy Bee 8.

men of the West. He has not a ve h Z 
opinion of Congress and Congressional lege.

He 
lives bere at the Arno, and likes a good steak 
and a fine cigar.

Leopold Morse is rich. That short business 
like little millionaire whe walks about the 
House with a cigar in his mquth and his hands 
in his pocket is he.

His sallow 
German face shines with the oil of good liv. 
ing, and Leopold is one of the good fellows of 
Congress. e likes a good horse and he can 
teil a good after-dinner story, though his 
English is rather broken.

His Jewish thrift 
turned the clothing into gold and he is now 
worth a million and more. His seat is the one 
rd { whan ys held during the last Congress, 
and ney is one of the finest lawyers of New 
England. orse defeated him, however, after 
a very short contest, and he is popularly sup- 
to be able to hold his district as long as 
De wishes. 
The Massachusetts Congressmen, as a rule, 
are well-off. Ex-Gov. Long got a fortune 
with his first wife, aod he has been getting a 
good salary m the Government and from 
the State of Massachusetts for a number of 
years. He is one of the brainiest men ef Con- 
ss,andone of the most diplomatic. He 
as friends on both sides of the House, and he 
is as well able to take care of his district as 
any man in Congress. 
urnett is also a rich man, and bis father is 
the cocaine-maker. He has the shortest Con- 
gressional biography of any of the Massachu- 
setts Congressmen, and the chief item of it is 
the fact that he married the daughter of James 
Russell Rowell. 
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Henry Cabot Lodge is rich and he has made 
avery good reputation in this Congress. He 
is a bright young fellow with short brown hair, 
which stands straight up all over his bead, 
and, like Leopold Morse, his hands have a de- 
cided affection for his pockets. Like Morse, 
Lodge is an inveterate smoker and he always 
has a Cigar in his month, though at times it 
goes for an hour 8 He is a good after - 
dinner talker and he has created a very fair 
impression here in this re „ Not — age 
he attended a dinner of the Gridiron Club, 
which, by the way, is made up of newspaper 
men.

Van kuren attached the ends 
of the copper wire to his relay,shoved one end 
a foot into the earth,and his circuit to Chicago 
was complete. 

THE BOGUS DISPATCH 

was about one hundred words in length, ad- 
Uressed to J. W. Simonton, the New York 
ent of the Associated Press, and signed W. 
li. Smith, agent at San Francisco. It re- 
counted brielly the loss by fire of the steam- 
up New Grenada ofthe Pacific Mail Steam 
thip Company's line, having on board 180 
passengers and over $2,000,000 In bars of gold, 
when only thirty hours out from port en 
route to Panama. Further particulars were 
promised im the evening.

Whitman explained 
that they were acting in connection with a 
byndicate of Wall street brokers who bad 
“sold short’’ 20,000 shares of Pacific Mail

fore any correction could reach New York the

HANSOM CAB DRIVERS. 


A Cut in Wages Brings Dissatisfaction 
Among Some of Them. 


Some dissatisfaction is expressed by a num- 
ber of the cab drivers employed by the St. 
Louis Hansom Cab Company by reason of a 
recent reduction in wages, and several of the 
dissatisfied yesterday expressed their inten- 
tion of quitting the service. The men work 
fourteen hours a day, and until the reduction 
was made received 14 cents an hour and 15 per 


cent of any sum in excess of S that they 
might takein for their day’s work. They 
now receive but 138 cents an hour and 
10 per cent of the surplustakenin. In aadi- 
tion to this, the company has raised the rates 
from 25 cents per mile or 40 cents for a mile 
and a half to 50 cents for the first two miles or 
less, no matter how short the distance may 
be. Cause for grievance is found in this, be- 
cause under the old rates a customer often 
permitted the driver to retain the change, 
whereas the even half-dollar must now go 
to payfortheride. It is claimed that under 
these changes a days wages will not average 
over $1.69, against $1.96 when the old regula- 
tions were in force, and the men who believe 
themselves aggrieved say they cannot afford 


to work fourteen hours for about 380 
cents less than formerly. Some of 
the oldest drivers, however, declate 
that they are satisfied, as they had 


ample notice of the reduction and are of the 
opinion that they ceuld earn. no more by 
driving elsewhere than is now paid them. 
There is little danger ofa strike, and as there 
are only about thirty-five men employed by 
the company there can he no serious trouble.

Father Verdin to Celebrate the Fiftieth Year 
of His Connection With the Order. 


It isn’t every day that hard-working Jesuits 
reach the fiftieth mile-stone in their religious 
careers, and when one does his brethren 
always make it an occasion worth remember- 
ing. The Jesuits at the college on Ninth 
Christy avenue are going to observe this cus- 
tom Wednesday next, when Rev. J. 8. Verdin, 


8. J., will complete the fiftieth year 
of his connection with the or- 
der. It was away back in 41822 


that Father Verdin first saw the light in a 
little house on the southeast corner of Fifth 
and Olive streets. His father, who was Nicho- 
las Verdin, died In 1826, and his mother died 
in 1847. He entered college at the age of 7, on 
November 10, 1829, at the present St. Louis 
University. He continued there until 1838, 
where, on April 25, he entered the novitiate at 
Florissant, from which time he dates the 


beginning of his connection with the 
order. On the first day of 
May, 180, he took the vows and 


was at once called to St. Louis. where he 
took the position of teacher and prefect in the 
college until 1841, when he went to St. 
Xavier’s College at Cincinnati, where he con- 
tinued as prefect until 1849. Then, being de- 
sirous of more study, he 1 two years in 
study, one at Florissant and one at St. Louis, } 
devoting himself exclusively to his studies. 
He was ordained priest by Bishop Vande- 
velde of Chicago on July 81, 180, at the 
Florissant novitiate, and then went East, 
spending a year each at Georgetown, D. C., 
Fordham, N. Y., and Frederick, Md. He was 
appointed President of the St. Louis Univer- 
Sity in 1854 and held that distinguished posi- 
tion until 1859, when he went to Bardstown, 
Ky. There he staid during the war, a very 
delicate position properly to administer, for 
that place was on the border line and around 
it raged some of the flercest feuds that were 


generated by the war. The college 
at that place, then flourishing, 
was broken up by the rebellion. From 


1865 to 1869 he was Vice-President at the Cin- 
cinati college, and going thence to Chicago, 
in 1870 opened the College of St. Ignatius in 
that city, and as Vice-President remained 
there till 1877, when he began mission work, 
being associated with that venerable and suc- 
cessful missioner, Father Damen, so well 
known here, who is still flourishing. Until 
1882 Father Verdin kept at mission work and 
then he went back to Cincinnati as spiritual 
director, in which capa@ity he served until 
1888, when he went to Woodstock, Md., to the 
General House of Study where he held the 
same office. Last December his health — 
he moved West and is now doing light wor 

about the old familiar scenes. Many ot the 
students he has edacated have long since 
gone to the great Beyond, but he still remains 
with no diminution of mental vigor, and with 
a prospect of more years of spiritual work 
lying before him.

James Madison’s early life was a constant 
struggle with ill-health, which seriously in- 
terfered with bis destre to gainan education. 
He nevertheless graduated from Princeton 
College at 21, after which he studied law. He 
was devoted to mental improvement, wasa 
thorough Bible student, and of a religious 
turn of mind. 

James Monroe entered William and Mary 
College at 16, but left it at 18 to join the Con- 
tinental army, where he soon rese tothe rank 
ofgColone!l. Leaving the army he studied law 
and was elected to the Legislature when only 
23 years of age. 

ohn Quincy Adams’ education was con- 
ducted in good measure abroad during his 
father’s residence in Paris, Leyden, Amster- 
dam and other European cities. At 14 he was 
private secretary to the United States Minister 
to Russia. Returning home he graduated from 
Harvard ay 4 at 21. He then studied law 
and practiced it in Boston. 

Andrew Jackson studied literature and the 
dead languages at Waxhaw Academy.

A CHAPTER ON SNAKES. 


One Citizen Expresses the Universal Detesta- 
tion of the Ophidions. 


vo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I saw a description the other day how the 
large snakes werefed. It was graphic and 
horrible—I could almost hear the squeak of 
the poor rabbit as its bones were crushed in 
the folds of the huge anaconda!

The coils of these monsters 
are sickening to the sight and stinking to the 
i smell, and they seem to be almost inanimate 
untilone of them discovers that it is feeding 
time, when it disentangles itself and makes a 
lightening flash-like spring upon a pigeon or 

rabbit, when a faint scream is heard, then the 
cracking of bones, then the ejection from the 
serpent’s mouth of a lubricant saliva and the 
stretching of the mouth to swallow whole the 
poor little murdered beast which has been for 
hours the victim of a dreadful terror. 

I watched several pigeens and rabbits fora 
long time, and became thoroughly convinced 
that the so-called snake-charming of birds 
and small quadrupeds to be a snare and a de- 
lusien. It is nothing more nor less than 
abject fright from the terror induced by the 
kuowledge of certain death. One poor little 
pigeon never moved for hours (sol was told 

y one of the attendants) until it was struck 
by the anaconda Isaw swallowing it. I had 
seen it about half an hour before its sacrifice, 
and if ever dumb brute appealed by look to 
human — * for rescue, this little bird looked 
with despairing hope for it rescue.

executioner? Most assuredly an animal must 
ossess the loathing animating human 
eings when serpents are either seen or 
considered. Is it not possible for 
the protest of all charitable and 12 
people to be obtained, so that the keeping ot 
serpents may be done wer with? 1 know 
toom many —— of study thatthe horror im- 
bued by snakes never leaves the human breast, 
and certain sensitive people really suffer 
whenever one of these reptiles is seen. 

No brutal loathing can be engendered equal 
to that of the serpent tribe. Will you not do 
me the kindness to publish this communica- 
tion In the hope that the discussion of the sub- 
ject may ultimately consign the snakes to the 
drunkard’s hallucinations.

Park and lis Beauties—The Refreshing 
Oases Which Are Maintained &t the City’s 
Expense—Private Gardens— Resorts for 
Lovers of Lager. 


OTWITHSTANDING 

a. N the extent of territory 
22 over which St. Louis 

a x ranges, thousands of 
figs its inhabitants are 
crowded in squalid 
tenements, into which 
the sun’s rays pene- 
trate only at long in- 
tervals, and where the 
al grows heavy on 
summer days with the 
odor of decay. For 
such the parks and 
open places of the city 
are bits of paradise, 
and these provisions 
by the municipal authorities are the surest evi- 
dences to ghem of the existence of a Divine 
Providencé. Parks are not for the very poor 
alone, nor for the very rich. Aman with an in- 
come of $500 a year,and the man with an income 
of $50,000 a year can enjoy them. All classes 
find beauty within their gd¥es. No city ever 
has too many parks. The growth of popula- 
tion renders open places in cities absolutely 
necessary. The only fault to be found with 
the parks in St. Louis is their remoteness 
from the center of the city’s population. 
The nearest park to this center is 
the Lafayette, which, though small, and 
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A Party of Picnickers. 

lacking natural advantages, has become, 
through the interest taken in it by a number 
of citizens in its vicinity, a perfect gem. It 
was at one time, andthat not so many years 
ago, an open space, a common. Later it was 
enclosed witha wooden fence, and still later, 
with the present handsome iron fence. A 
small dent in the surface of this common was 
somewhat enlarged and filled with water, and 
named a lake. Another dent was bridged, 
and beneath the bridge caverns and 
winding walks were eonstructed. 
Other improvements, as the land- 
scape gardener might suggest, were 
made, and from year to year the park has 
been growing better and better, more beauti- 
ful and more attractive. This is the place of 
places for skatingin winter, and there is no 
coast in the Western country for the boys like 
that from the top ofthe flag hill through the 
northwestern gates across Park and Missouri 
avenues and down the hill to Chouteau ave- 
nue. Nowthatthe snow has gone and the 
lilacs are blooming—the first bunches bloomed 
a day or two ago—the park has puton its woo- 
ing garb, and on sunny Sunday after- 
noons the maiden and her youth are 
found in every corner, cooing with the 
courting birds. Lafayette does not draw its 
crowds—for there are crowds upon its walks 
on every pleasant Sunday afternoon—from the 
immediate vicinity; they come from French- 
town and from Compton Hill; they even‘cross 
the bridges to see the park in its Sunday 
clothes. There has never been any music at 
Lafayette Park on Sundays; its only attractions 
are the devices of the landscape gardener, the 
flowers andthe birds, that somehow never 
seem to miss it on their northern flights. But 
from Scbnaider’s Beer Garden, not far away 
in one direction, and from Keorner's Garden, 
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Out for the Day. 


not far away in another direction, the strains 
of the German bands are heard. Lafayette is 
agreat place for meetings. It is so easy of 
access, and is so pleasant a place to be in 
when one has arrived, that it is the most 
natural thing in the world for Mary and Jake 
to make their rendezvous there, and for An- 
gelina and Algernon, to escape parental ire,to 
go there, too. That is the greatest use to which 
parks are put. They are the cities of refuge 
in love matters; they are all Gardens of 
Daphne. The park can be reached by four 
lines of cars. There is the Blue Line 
on Pine street, which takes one 
to the southeast corner of the 
Park, the Yellow Line on Fourth street, 
which bounds the park on the eastern 
and southern sides, the blue carson Wash- 
ington avenue, which carry one to the corner 
of Mississippi and Chouteau avenues. within 
three blocks of the park, and the eflerson 
avenue Cars pass within one block of its 
western limit. In area the park 1e three 
blocks square. The principle features are the

light. Picnic parties are very fond of boating 
on it. One such group last year, trusting to 
the innocent leok of the neighborhood, left 
their lunch-baskets on the bank while they 
made merry on the water. They returned 
home wiser but hungrier. Following one of 
the paths you leave the sunlight and enter a 
cave, where on a hot summer day you can 
get a drink of water from pipes coming 
out of the rocks. If the water is not 
very cool, itquenches your thirst, and your 
imagination is stimulated by the water trick- 
ling over the rocks with g charmingly sug- 
gestive cool sound, and on Sunday afternoons 
youth and beauty meet on its walks and 
romances are begun, which sometimes end in 
a most prosaic fashion, and sometimes end in 
smoke. Funny white headed children, having 
the appearance of being bieached out for 
want of air and light, are here let 
loose to shout and caper all day long. 
The park is at a disadvantage in having but 
one car-line near it. The South St. Louis Rail- 
way, that is the Sixth-street line, isthe only 
one approaching it nearly. 
Tower Grove is, however, the gem of all the 
Sunday resorts of the city. Whether it is the 
custom ot late breakfasts onthe first day of 
the week, or whether it is that the people are 
uniformly rigid in their attendance on church 
that morning, it is nevertheless true that few 
find their way to Tower Grove until afternoon. 
On hot Sunday afternoons in midsummer, 
when all is parched and dusty on the road, to 
be within the gates of Tower Grove is to be 
cool and at peace. Summer is nowhere so in- 
tense as there. Thesunlightis the brightest 
goid. It reflects fromthe bronze statues of 
Columbus, Humbolt and Shakespeare, the 
three discoverers of fact and thought, and 
ae upon the marble busts of ozart, 
eethoven, Wagner and of Garfield in the 
circle about the music stand. Asin no other 
city parks, the music stand is filled on Sun- 
day afternoons with melody, and there 
are grouped about it those who have plodded 
through the dustand those who have driven 
out in their carriages. There is in Tower 
Grove an Ornamental lake with ruins made of 
fragwcnts from the old Lindell Hotel that

burned years ago. A labyrinth is one of the 
features, butfor some reason the gate is al- 
ways locked, and none have the privilege of 
losing themselves in its mazes. It is a beauti- 
ful place for family picnics, but a strict watch 
is kept, and the police and keepers in the 
park have orders to eject picnicers who leave 
remnants of their feasts on the grass. 

Shaw’s Garden is but a block tothe north, 
but it is closed on Sanday. 

Forest Park is more country-like than any of 
the other parks. When one gets into the un- 
cultivated part he can imagine himself in the 
real weods. The small boy off for the day, 
with a lunch to suit the boyish appetite, put 
up by the thoughtful mother, can bury him- 
self among the trees, out of sight of the road, 
and almost see the wild Injun’’ bearing down 
upon him fromthe unexplored beyond. For 
Aurelia who has her carriage, or for the clerk 
who has saved enough from his week’s 
salary to hire a horse and buggy, and 
invite the pretty type-writer with the fluffy 
hair and bright smile (the hair and smile are 
well worth the $5 paid to the livery keeper) to 
go with him, there are the well kept roads, 
the lake and the flowers. Aurelia and the 
clerk do not care for nature, they care more 
for the faces they meet, and to be seen. But 
better than all this, it isa haven of rest for 
those whe cannotride. The extension of the 
street car line—Laclede Avenue—has brought 
the Park within reach of the working man. 
To lie down on the grass with his hat over 
his face, his wife near him, the 
children playing within call, is absolute rest 
that answers to bis unconscious spiritual 
needs. And what it is to the wife who has 
drudged all week at her humdrum work, cook - 
ing her man’s meals, keeping the children 
clean and trying to make ends meet where 
there were 80 —— hungry mouths to be 
filled, mo one can tell, not even her tired self. 
To-morrow there will be trouble again, there 
will be scolding and noise, but for this one 
day there is peace. St. Louisans are proud 
to show Forest Park to visitors. They are 
proud ofits drives leading in all directions, 


of its extent, whiqgh is so great that if one is 
not well acgGainted with the park 
or is too stupid to understand 


the sign boards that meet the eye at every 
turn, one le very apt to drive aimlessly around 
trying to find an entrance he never finds, un- 
less some one starts him in the right direc- 
tion. If one cares for n the 
right way to approach the Park is out Lindell 
avenue; if one is eutfer the whole Sunday af - 
ternoon, and wants to get the most pleasure 
he can out of the day, then the way to go is 
from the western end of Tower Grove, over 
King’s Highway to the eastern end of the for- 
est. Vor those who are not content with the 
drives only, who want the whole loaf, there is 
the track of the Gentlemen's Driving Club, a 
half mile in circumference. At‘ the entrance 
from Lindell avenue stands the bronze statue 
of Blair, by Kretschmar, and near the junc- 
tion of the Skinker Road and King’s Highway, 
there is the statue of Bates, 

Carondelet Park in Oarendelet is between 
Kansas street and Loughborough avenue west 
of Kansas street. Until quite recently the 
place was almost wholly uncultivated and was 
entirely a driving park. Lately, however, 
some endeavors have been made to do it jus- 
tice. It is nearly as large as Tower Grove 
Park and will, when cultivated, be quite as at- 
tractive. It is a splendid resort for Sunda 
idiers On mossy banks—a diminutive e 
furnishing the banks. 

A similarly neglected public park is O’Fallon 
in North St. Louis. This place is nearly as 
large as the Carondelet resert, and lies be- 
tween Florissant avenue and Broadway, south 
of Bellefontaine Cemetery. It is more freely 
used as a picnicing ground, and few places are 
quite as delightful for that use. The Benton 
and Bellefontaine m Fourth and 
Washington avenue, go within eight blocks of 
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long and one block wide, 
music there on Sunday afternoons and even- 
ings, and the ubiquitous jerker of beer is an 
immense feature of interest in the scene. The 
Blue cars on Washington avenue and Four- 
teenth street are the only direct line to the 
garden. The Yellow Fourth street cars run 
within two blocks of it. 

Koerner’s Garden, on Second Carondelet 
avenue, near Lalayette avenue, was once 
known as Staehiin’s. It adjoins the Griese- 
dieck brewery. Beer is the object of its ex- 
istence, but a very efficient German band adds 
attractiveness to the foam. 

The Cherokee Garden, on Cherokee street 
and Iowa avenue, is chiefly attractive on ae- 
count of its schweitzer kase, which has gained 
a wide reputation. The South St. Louis cars 
run quite near it. It used to be quite fash- 
lonable for couples to get up early Sunday 
mornings, and in buggies, with chaperons, 
go down to this garden for breakfast, but this 
fashion has passed. 

The Kensington Gardens is the name to be 
given a resort on Union avenue which the St. 
Louis Cable & Western — | Company is 
preparing. The gardens will occupy the 
ground devoted last year to the Fall of Pom- 
peli’’ spectacle, about twelve acres. The work 
of preparation is now under way and will be 
completed inafew weeks. a, the feat- 
ures will be lakes, waterfalls, kiosks and 
shaded retreats. Paine of London will su- 
pervise pyrotechnic displays. Her Majesty’s 
ship Pinafore will sail the blue and add to the 
attractiveness ofthe gardens. The Kensing- 
ten willbe open on pee afternoons and 
nights.

THE HERMIT OF SANDY COVE. 


Henry Litchfield Lived All Alone in a Hut 
on the Beach for Forty Years. 


From the Boston Globe. 

Cohasset’s only hermit is dead. Old Henry 
Litchfield, familiarly known to many of the 
summer residents of the town as ‘‘The Hermit 
of Sandy Cove,’’ passed peacefully to rest in 
his little hut on the beach at an early hour 
Monday morning. Of Henry’s early life but 
little is known. He wasa native of Beech- 


wood, and some thirty-five or forty years ago, 
with Isaiah Litchfield, his father, came 
down to Sandy Cove, where the two built 
themselves a little shanty and lived there in 
seclusion for about twenty years, when, the 
father dying, Henry was left to his own re- 
sources, and continued his hermit life until 
this time. A few years ago his old shanty was 
torn down, and he subsequently built himself 
a hut ona slight elevation on the beach, sur- 
rounded by a clump of trees, and in this hut 
he died. 

His ways of living had been peculiar. His 
guns, fishing tackle and the products of afew 
hens had gained him his meager livelihood, 
with the — — of what was given him in 
summer time by the summer visitors and kind 
neighbors. For years the floor of his hut had 
been his bed, and, though several of the 
neighbors and his few living relatives bad re- 
peatedly offered him a home, he had invari- 
ably refused the offers, preferring his hermit- 
age to the luxuries of a comfortable home. 

During the past year his health had been 
rapidly failing, and during the winter he was 
reported as sick and destitude to the Over- 
seers ofthe Poor. He was given assistance 
and the Overseers ordered his removal to the 
Almshouse, but he positively refused to go. 
He soon got over his illness and had been 
about somewhat, until last week he was again 
obliged to succumb to that dread disease, 
pneumonia, and though he received the kind- 
est care and attention from  neigh- 
bors and ood medical aid from 
De. % owe, he grew rapidly 
worse and at an early hour Monday morning 
passed away, there being with him at the time 
Nathaniel W. Treat, Aquilla Treat and Charles 
Curtis, three of his life-long friends, who had 
done much to make his last days on earth 
peaceful and pleasant. 

Henry was 76 years old and the only known 
relative is a cousin, whose whereabouts are at 
present unknown. His body was given in 
charge of Undertaker Rich and was buried in 
the town lot in the Central Cemetery.

ALCOHOL’S DEADLY WORK 


DR. HAMMOND ON THE EFFECTS OF STEONG 
DRINK. 


Some Interesting Original Experiments — 
How the Heart is Affected—Animais and 
Alcohol—The Stages of Intoxication—An 
Authoritative Discussion of the Whole 
Subject.

GREAT deal has been 
recently written in re- 
gard to the beneficial 
and injurious influence 
which alcohol exerts 
upon the human sys- 
tem in health and 
disease, but, strange 
to say, the effect pro- 
}, duced upon the ner- 


great measure to have 
escaped attention. 


And, indeed, much 
that has been said 
in the lay journals on the sub- 


ject of the use of alcoholic liquors has con- 
sisted of generalizations and assertions made 
either from insufficient data or from no data 


at all. 

Several years ago I undertook a series of 
experiments for the purpose of arriving at 
conclusions, as nearly exact as possible, rela- 
tive tothe direct effect of alcohol upon the 
nervous system. These were performed upon 
dogs and rabbits, and consisted of two series. 
Without going into minute details, it will be 
sufficient to say that the first series were per- 
formed upon dogs, to which alcohol, in quan- 
tities of from one to three ounces, diluted with 
equal amounts of water, was administered by 
the stomach. 

The study of the symptoms observed was ex- 
ceedingly interesting, but it would be some- 
what out of place far meto give them in full 
on this occasion. They may be arranged into 
three groups: 

1. Period of excitation—Uncertainty in the 
movements of the limbs, acceleration of pulse 
and of respiration, contraction of the pupils. 

2. Period of perversion—Muscular paralysis 
beginning in the posterior extremities, irreg- 
ularity of the pulse and of respiration, dila- 
tion of the pupils. 

8. Period of collapse—Complete paralysis of 
motion, anaesthesia, feebleness of the pulse 
and of respiration, stoppage of respiration 
and of the heart’s action, death. 

ALCOHOL IN THE BLOOD. 

Now Iwas desirous of knowing how much 
of each of these conditions was due to the 
presence of alcohol in the blood circulating 
through'the brain, and how much to disturb- 
ance in the quantity of blood normally present 


in this organ. I therefore made an opening in 
the skull of a dog and secured in it an instru- 
ment by means of which amy increase or di- 
minution of the amount of blood contained in 
the brain could be accurately determined. I 
then gave the animal an ounce of alcohol 
diluted with an equal quantity of water. 
In fifty seconds I detected alcohol in the air 
32 from the lungs. 

nfourand a half minutes the respiration 
was accelerated, the action of the heart be- 
came more rapid and strong, and the pupils 
were beginning to contract. Still there was 
no increase in the Intracranial pressure, and I 
therefore knew that upto this time the amount 
of blood in the brain had not been augmented. 
In six minutes anda half the dog’s gait was 
staggering, and though its movements were 
uncertain, as if from vertigo, there was no 
paralysis. The intracranial pressure was still 
unaltered. | 

The fiujd remained stationary in the tube of 
the instrument for seventeen minutes. Then 
it began to rise slowly, and witn this Inorease 
in the intracranial pressure paralysis of the 
posterior extremities supérvened. As the 
amount of blood contained in the cranium be- 
came grester, the paralysis extended, the pu- 
pils dilated and stupor ensued. 

I repeated this very instructive experiment 
twice with similar resuits. 

The deductions to be made are that the first 
8 which result from the taking of 

cohol into the system are due to the circula- 
tion of this substance through the blood ves- 
sele of the brain while the later phenomena 
are, in part, at least, the results of cerebral 
congestion. 

In man a like sequence isobserved. A single 
glass of wine induces an exhilaration and 
activity of mind before there is any evidence 
of an increase in the amount of blood cir- 
culating in the cerebral blood vessels. 

Thus we have as the immediate effects of 
alcohol upen the nervous system a certain de- 
gree of poisoning of the brain from the direct 
action of alcohol upon its substance, and in 
the next place an increase in the amount of 
blood circulating through this organ.

The judgment is 
weakened, the memory impaired, the imagi- 
nation exalted or perverted and delusions 
often having their origin in disordered sensa- 
tions and often arising in the mind without 
any accompanying illusion or bailucination, 
may assume the government of the thoughts 
and actions. The ability to grasp the detaiis 
of a subject and to comprehend them is 
greatly impaired or even altogether de- 
stroyed, and hence study or continuous and 
systematic thought is no longer possible 

In the third stage the full action of the alco- 
hol is attained. The mind, the special senses, 
and the power of motion are more or less com- 


ant organs of the body are greatly disturbed in 
their action and death generally the direct 
result of suspension of the respiratory move. 
ments, may ensue. When this degree of alco- 
holic intoxication is at its height the person is 
dead to all external impressions. Poiling wa- 
ter may be poured on his body or his legs may 
be burned off in a lime kiln, but he feels 
nothing; speech is impossible; the pupils 
are largely dilated ; the breathing 
is slow, heavy and stertorous; the 
face is swollen and purple from the circulation 
of non-oxyxenized blood through the vessels 
and the power of thought is extinct. Should 
the poisoning process go a little farther, so as 
to involve the nerve centers which preside 
Over the action of the beart and lungs toa 
oy greater extent, life is very soon aLol- 
shed. 
THE NERVOUS SYSTEM. 

Such are the immediate effects which follow 


the taking of large quantities of alcoho! into 


the human stomach. No one can fail to ob. 
serve that most of the remarkable phenomena 
mentioned are connected directly or indirectly 
with the nervous system. Indeed,experiments 
performed upon animals with reference tothis 
point, as wellas careful observation of the 
effects of alcohol on the human system, show 
that this substance has a signal affinity for the 
nervous tissue, and that itis even capable of 
acting 77 on the brain, the spinal 
cord and the sympathetic system before there 
has been time for it to be absorbed froin the 
stomach and to act through the medium of 
the blood. Instances are on record, ani l 
bave myself witnessed one such,in whichs 
large quantity of alcohol taken into the stom: 
ach has produced deathin a few minutes. 
Orfila cites a case in which a man died imme- 
diately from the effects of an excessive dose of 
brandy. In the instance that came under my 
own notice a man drank somewhat over a pint 
of whisky without stopping. He immediately 
became deathly pale, staggered a few steps 
and felidead. I have several times ae: rab- 


bits in less than a minute by intro ing an 
ounce of pure alcohol into the stomach. In 
such cases the action is not excited 3 
the medium ofthe blood, but directly on the 
sympathetic system by the terminal nerve 
branches in the stomach. 

Indeed, If as I have frequently observed & 
like amount of alcohol be injected intoa vein, 
death does not ensue with anything like as 
great a degree of rapidity. 

I have not the space to do more than men- 
tion the conditions known as delirium tremens 
and the chronic alcoholic intoxication. The 
first of these is an acute form of alcoholic pois 
oning, the last as its name implies, is a more 
chronic manifestation. Both are especially 
the result of the absorption by the brain and 
other parts of the nervous system of the Alco. 
hol which has been taken into the stomach. | 
have shown by many experiments which havé 
been detailed in full in another place that thé 
nervous substance of animals poisoned with 
alcohol, if cut up into small pieces, soaked ia 
a littie water and then distilled, yields alcohol 
in very considerable amount. 

THE BRAINS OF HABITUAL DRUNKARDS 
treated in this manner give like evidence of 
the actual presence of alcohol. It is impo 
sible for this substance to be in such intimate 
contact with the nervous tissues without et- 
fecting radical changes in their structure. Es- 
periments upon animals as well as post, 
mortem examinations of the bodies of habitual 
drunkards show this withoutthe possibility of 
a doubt to be a fact. It is not strange, there. 
fore, that there are at least twenty diseases of 
the nervous system, as well as every variety 
of insanity, which may be produced by the e- 
cessive use of alcohol. The orime, the mental
